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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are already addressed 
in the final office action mailed on 1 1/12/2008. The applicant argues on page 2 of the request for reconsideration that cited art does not 
teach the limitation "minimum element of the structured document". Applicant is reminded to refer to page 3 of the final office action for 
addressing the issue. Specifically, column 5 lines 33-67 of Jerayaman teaches that the differences between updated versions of the 
documents are determined and utilized as updates. The Examiner interprets the updated minimum element of the instant application with 
the differences between copies of data, wherein the differences discloses the minimum amount of data required to disclose differences 
between versions and for updating of data. The argument that the prior art of Jeyaraman is more complex is spurious to the argument, as 
the prior art of Jeyaraman in combination with Benson teaches all the limitations of the instant claims, as interpreted by the Examiner. As to 
the argument that Jeyaraman in view of Benson does not teach the gateway server includes storage in which a duplicate of the structured 
document in the client device is stored and an update controller that transmits the update based on the update time, Applicant is reminded 
to refer to page 7 of the final office action for addressing the issue, specifically column 1 3 line 57 - column 1 5 line 1 1 of Benson that 
discloses managing duplication of structured documents as well as update times..
